Clerk appeals 
for pay raises 


By JIM CARRAVALLAH 

Romulus City Clerk 
Leonard Folmar wants to 
“appeal to the better halves of 
the council members for 
justice” in securing a raise for 
the non-union help in three 
administrative departments. 

Folmar made a verbal 
appeal to the city council 
recently, asking the body to 
raise the salaries of the non- 
union clerical employes to 
keep them ahead of union 
clerical employes who 
recently received contract 
raises. 

“We have the three 
executive secretaries - to the 
mayor, clerk and treasurer - 
and the assistant city clerk, 
who are now making less than 
they would if they were 
members of the union,” he 
said “I'm not saying that the 
union employes do not work, 
but these girls have extra 
duties, for which they receive 
no compensation.” 

ACCORDING to Folmar, 
recent union raises saw a 
union secretary making 
$155.72 per week, while the 
city budget calls for an ad- 
ministrative secretary to 
make $151 93 per week 
Likewise, a union book- 
keeper makes $167.69 per 
week, while the deputy clerk 
makes $163 47 per week 
“In the past, the non-union 
clerical employes maintained 
a differential above the union 
employes,” said Folmar, “But 
a recent dropping of the wage 
price guidelines, coupled with 
the raises granted union 
employes because of the lif- 
ting of the freeze for Romulus 
destroyed that differential 
“I think it only fair that we 
attempt to keep these people 
at the same level 
“THEY ARE not eligible to 
join the union, and therefore, 
the administration has an 
obligation to see that they are 
given equitable salaries.” 

According to Folmar’s 
tallies, non-union employes 
worked a total of 262 hours 
e:.tra per week during the past 
year for elections and 
registrations, and another 324 
extra hours for council 
meetings and study sessions 
1 They work those hours 
without overtime,” he said 
“If nothing else, that is proof 
they work a little more than 


the union employes.” 

Councilman Edmund Bizek 
said that the employes have 
not been turned down for a 
raise yet. 

“He presented it to us, and 
we didn’t take any action,” he 
explained. “It’s a matter of 
sitting down and discussing 
the thing 

“PERSONALLY. I have no 
objection to giving them 
raises, but I should point out 
that part of the problem is 
Folmar’s. 

“About a year ago, I think it 
was (Council President) 
Jimmie Raspberry who 
suggested that we give the two 
girls in Folmar’s office a 
raise 

“At that time he turned it 
down, saying something about 
recommending a raise when 
he thought they were ready for 
it 

“So. I don’t think it’s en- 
tirely the council’s fault

and the Michigan State Tax 
Commission. 

Township Supervisor 
George W. Moore’s previous 
applications to have the state 
tax commission schedule a 
hearing on the township’s 
protest on the state tax 
equalization factor met with 
failure. The annual state 
assessment valuation (SAV) 
factor set by the commission 
is used to compute property 
taxes in the township. 

Supervisor Moore said 
Monday that he asked the 
governor intervene with the 
state tax commission to 
schedule a hearing on the 
township’s grievances. 

•WE OBJECT to the SAV 
factor set by the commission 
There has been an annual 
increase in the township’s 
state equalization property 
valuation of 11 per cent every 
year except this year since 
1964 which is not entirely 
justified,” Moore said. 

He added that last year and 
again this year appeals for 
hearing before the tax com- 
mission were denied 
The SAV factor which is 
used to bringing property 
valuation assessments up to 
meet state criteria and tax 
assessing procedures was 2.09 
in 1972 and this year it was set 
at 2.30, Moore said 
He also said if the gover- 
nor’s office fails to respond to 
his request for intervention, 
he will appeal to the area's 
state representatives to 
sponsop legislation in the 
House of Representatives 
Such legislation to provide 
that requested hearings be set 
w ith sufficient time to prepare 
appeals, which Moore said, 
presently does not exist. 

Moore also said the town- 
ship is considering possible 
court action, but is hesitating 
because of the high cost of 
legal proceedings based on 
litigation made by State Rep 
Jack Welborn, Cooperstown 
Township, Kalamazoo 
A court action against the 
tax commission there ran in 
the neighborhood of $45,000, 
Moore said

tot lot, shelters, rest rooms 
and storage facilities, tennis 
courts, ice and roller skating 
rinks, basketball courts and 
shuffleboards and parking 
facilities, according to Troutt. 

Cost of each site, according 
to Troutt, will be $115,000, with 
a total cost of $920,000 
projected by the candidate. 

Troutt said the plan w'ould 
be financed with a two-mill 
tax the team would request of 
the voters after election. 

IIE SAID the tax will not be 
felt by the taxpayers, because 
he will abolish a seven-mill 
water and sewer tax currently 
carried on the books. 

The net savings, according 
to Troutt, will be five mills 
from the current tax load. 

Immediately after election, 
the Troutt team will sell a $1 
million bond issue for the 
recreation program, he said. 
“The issue will be paid off in 
four years.” 

He also claims there are 
enough surplus funds in the 
water and sewer budget to 
absorb costs during the next 
year. Although, he did not 
specify how the city will 
improve city and water and 
sewer facilities, and im- 
plement a city-wide drain 
program after dropping the 
millage 

“I PERSONALLY know for 
a fact that there is a surplus of 
over $1 million in the water 
fund.’’ Troutt said. “This 
information has not been 
published and I feel that the 
people have a right to know 
what’s going on in their 
government.” 

Water and sewer funds 
cannot be used in the city’s 
general fund budget. 
“Furthermore, there’s a 
irplus of $750,000 from the 
• 2 73 city taxes, carried over 
Pe*to the 1971 bi.uget.' he j>aid. 
The money has been 
collected from the people and 
it's not been used. 

“Both these amounts, 
totaling nearly $2 million are 
not benefiting anyone. 

“WHY SHOULD this money 
lay in the bank while our kids 
go begging for recreation 
facilities 

“We have one of the richest 
cities, per capita, in the State 
of Michigan, valued at $186 
millions in 1973. There is no

'Story of political payroll-padding' 


Blitz inquiry may shape-up civil service 


By DON IIOENSIIELL, Lansing Bureau ( hie! 



LANSING — Political armorers tor a 
legislative investigation of the state’s civil 
service system have stacked the cannonballs 
with care and the gunsights have been zeroed in. 

It could be a long war and both sides will 
wonder forever who won and who lost if. indeed, 
the decision is that clear 

Rep. Bobby D. Crim, D-Davison, majority 
floor leader and chairman of the investigating 
committee, made public the framework of his 
inquiry, which indicates he will try for a blitz 

If he gets the answers he seeks, the findings 
will unveil a story of political payroll-padding, 
midnight examinations and a slovenly disregard 
for a system started in 1941 to base state jobs on 
merit. 

BUT. ASSUMING the most detailed and clear 
answers, there is nothing Crim or the legislature 


can do except to place before the voters a 
proposed constitutional amendment to change 
civil service. 

The legislature doesn’t even have the clout of 
the purse strings over civil service That agency 
gets one per cent of the state payroll as its budget 
and the more people hired, the more money it 

gets. 

An investigation had to happen, however 
Arthur J Rasch, the state’s first civil service 
director, kept reminding lawmakers that they 
couldn’t touch his office. 

HIS SUCCESSOR, Franklin DeWald, was a 
caretaker director and got into very few con- 
troversies. Then came Sidney S : nger, the 
present occupant, who made waves starting in 
June. 1971, and brought on the Crim in- 
vestigation. 


(’rim's prospectus is loaded with dynamite, 
one stick of which is lashed to the intriguing fact 
of ‘Status 8” employees, of which there were 911 
a year ago 

These are people at all levels, mainly high- 
ranking jobs, who are not required to take an 
examination, are listed as part of the classified 
service but have no tested qualifications 

The special status was created years ago to 
provide parttime jobs for college students on the 
theory that upon graduation they would stay in 
state government to make a career 

But like others of its kind. Status 8 has been 
manipulated and abused to make room for 
political pals who need a paycheck and who 
might or might not meet qualifications required 
in an examination. 


CRIM WANTS to find out about the practice of 
late examinations, how they scored, where they 
work, how many were given jobs over the heads 
of others on a civil service register, why late 
examinations are given — in short, how the 
“lates” were favored over the regular civil 
servants. 

The committee wants to dig into the practice of 
provisional appointments, people given jobs 
pending examinations. Some stay on the payroll 
for vears without taking an examination. 

It was found that Gov. William G. Milliken had 
between 52 and 109 provisionals on his own staff. 
Singer suggested a study of the propriety of this 
many and Milliken’s top staffers pledged their 
cooperation — an implied concession of 
something funny. 


CRIM SAID it shouldn’t be difficult for Singer 
to come up with this information since most or 
all of the answers are already in the depart- 
ment’s examination section. 

Crim wants comparative statistics on the 
number of provisionals on the staffs of former 
Govs. John B Swainson, a Democrat, and 
George Romney, a Republican. 

It won’t take a computer to discover that the 
executive office increased its staff many-fold 
after Swainson. 

“It is the intention of this committee to 
thoroughly explore the critical questions raised 
and the damaging allegations commonly cir- 
culated about the operations. ..which appear to 
have unfortunately compromised the integrity of 
the state merit system,” Crim said.

Michigan must uphold 
high meat standards 


Congressman William D. Ford’s continuing 
efforts to save Michigan’s meat standards 
may see light yet— to the delight of hotdog 
lovers. 

Why all the fuss over Michigan’s right to 
retain high "hotdog meat standards.” could 
be answered that the old frankfurter is linked 
with another American pasttime - baseball. 

The 1 5th District Western Wayne County 
representative informed The Enterprise 
Roman this week that hearings on his 
legislation to protect Michigan’s meat laws 
have been scheduled for early next month. 

The congressman refers to the hearings as 
“a significant first step in getting legislation 
enacted into law...” 

The hotdog dilemma centers around a 
recent U.S. Supreme Court ruling which will 
require Michigan to lower its standards 
governing the ingredients of hotdogs, 
sausages and lunch meats to conform with 
less stringent Federal standards. 

Ford’s efforts, if successful, would change 
the Federal law' to permit states to enact and 


enforce regulations higher than the minimum 
federal standards. 

Since Ford introduced his meat standard 
bill, statements of support have come from 
various groups endorsing his proposal; in- 
cluding the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture, the Michigan Farm Bureau, the 
Michigan Jaycees and the Jaycee Axuiliary, 
and the Consumer Federation of America. 

The Enterprise-Roman joins the list and 
calls upon concerned citizens of Western 
Wayne County to join the campaign to 
preserve Michigan’s high meat standards. 

We d like to see the congressman armed 
with cartons of supporting mail from Canton 
Township, Wayne. Inkster, Garden City and 
Westland. 

The hearings on Ford’s proposed legislation 
w ill be conducted by the House Livestock and 
Grain.Subcommittee in Washington on July 10 
- so you’ve got time to write your 
congressman and give him the support he 
needs to protect the state’s meat ingredient 
standards

Questions decision 

To the Editor: 

It’s a shame for my co-op Wellesley Townhouse 
Cooperative, to spend $75,735.12 in school taxes in 1972 and in 
return to receive the kind of poor consideration it has from 
the Romulus Board of Education. 

Many of our children have attended four different schools 
in the past four school years My own child, Chris, has been to 
two different schools in his kindergarten year alone. Next 
year in first grade he’s supposed to go to a third and different 
school This kind of treatment towards me. and the rest of the 
co-op must stop. 

We are fortunate that there is an elementary school, Cory, 
directly across the street It’s less than a five-minute walk to 
Cory from the furthest point in the co-op. Is it too much to ask 
to have our kids attend there? I think not. 

The basic problem is this.. . All children who will be at- 
tending elementary schools this coming school year have 
been switched from Cory elementary to another elementary 
school much farther away. 

This was done by the Romulus Board of Education on June 
12, 1973 at a closed board meeting In fact, the decision was so 
sudden that my own son had his teacher and room assigned to 
Cory on his report card when he brought it home the 
following day. 

I propose that the Board of Education reconsider its 
decision to transport the children of Wellesley from the 
neighborhood school, Cory, to another school; where-ever it 
may be. 

The reasons are simple and practical Other reasons will 
be brought out at the June 25 meeting of the Board of 
Education.

Remember it will 
take them twice as long to 
cook in the oven as on the 
surface of the range, so they 
may either be put in to cook at 
the same time and tem- 
perature as your main dish or 
be added later to finish w ith a

To make cooking more 
economical and time saving 
for you, plan to use all oven 
space rather than heating the 
entire oven for just one item 
You may want to include a 
dessert to accompany this 
meal or to be cooked ahead for 
a future one If your range has 
an automatic timing center, it 
may be set so that these meals 
can be cooking while you're 
away from home 

AND HERE are some tips 
for saving money with surface 
cooking 

1. Use flat bottom utensils. 
Make direct contact with the 
unit and don’t waste heat 

2. Use tight fitting lids 
Permit cooking with smaller 
amounts of water for better 
flavor, food value and 
economy. 

3 Use pans to fit the unit 


Use large pans on large units 
and small pans on small units. 
Pans that are only one or two 
inches larger than the unit 
may be used if they don’t 
touch the range top

Lee Brown case and similar 
complaints by public officials 
and citizens regarding 
premature release of mental 
patients by personnel of the 
mental health department 

' Perry Lee Brown, also 
known as ‘Prophet Sweetlove’. 
had a hsitory of mental dif- 
ficulties,” McCauley said. 
"This unfortunate man was 
committed to Northville State 
Hospital on May 29, 1973, by 
Wayne County Probate Judge 
Joseph Pernick. On June 7, 
1973, he was released Hours 
later he was loose in the 
Detroit Metro Airport in the 
midst of a great many people, 
brandishing a loaded 
shotgun.” 

McCauley declared that the 
Brown incident was not "an 


isolated case " The Wyandotte 
Senator said that a number of 
other allegations have come to 
his attention, adding, "It 
appears to me there is reason 
to believe the department of 
mental health may not be 
achieving the objectives 
envisioned by a majority of 
the members of the Michigan 
State Senate.” 

The proposed special 
committee would be made up 
of five members, with the 
power to subpoena witnesses. 

“The Legislature ap- 
propriated $218,936,300 for the 
department of mental health 
for this fiscal year,” Mc- 
Cauley said "I think it is high 
time the Senate found out if 
the people of Michigan are 
getting their money’s worth.”

U.S. veterans eligible for benefits 


The Veterans Ad- 
ministration has reminded 
vet«*ans that traveling or 
taking up residence abroad 
imposes certain limitations on 
benefits the agency can 
provide 

One example is medical 
care Only veterans with 
service connected disabilities 
can get VA medical care 
overseas. 

Before going abroad a 
\et era n should obtain from 
the VA office which has his 
medical record a statement of 
his condition, the agency 
emphasized 

This statement should be 
presented to the American 
embassy or consular office in 
the host country when ap- 
plication is made for VA 
medical benefits. 

tn an emergency, however, 
an eligible veteran is entitled 
to VA-paid hospital ;ation if 
he notifies the en >assy or 
consular office within 72 hours 
of hospitalization. Notification 
of out-patient treatment must 
he made within 15 days. 

In the Philippines, hospital 


care is available to both 
veterans with service con- 
nected disabilities and war- 
time veterans with nonservice 
connected disabilities at 
Veterans Memorial Hospital. 

But veterans with non- 
service connected disabilities 
are eligible for treatment on 
the same basis as in the 
continental United States — 
only if space is available, and 
thev are unable to defray 


expenses. Retired servicemen 
are eligible for medical 
benefits at military hospitals 
and clinics in foreign coun- 
tries 

VA officials also said GI 
home loans are not available 
to veterans living in foreign 
countries, but this restriction 
does not apply to veterans 
living in F>uerto Rico 
Veterans living outside the 
United States (except in 


"blocked” countries) may 
receive compensation and 
pension checks, however. 

But to insure prompt receipt 
of checks, veterans traveling 
or living in foreign countries 
hsould, if possible, maintain 
stateside mailing addresses. 

Eligible veterans may at- 
tend foreign schools, but only 
if VA approves them and the 
courses lead to degrees.

Joist spacing saves money 


Do you want to know how to 
save from $200 to $400 as you 
build your new house? Space 
those floor joists and wall 
studs 50 per cent farther apart 
— at 24 inches instead of 16. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders has proved the 
savings and now urges this 
simple change nationwide 
The lumber industry also 
supports the idea, though it 
means using less wood per 
dwelling, reports the Western 
Wood Products Association. 
Portland. Ore. 

All four of the major 
building code agencies, and 
the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration. accept 24-inch 
spacing for floor joists, wall 
studs and roof trusses. 

BUILDERS who have 
changed to the wider spacing 
are gaining in numbers, but 
probably less than one-third of 


the more than 80,000 house 
contractors have done so. The 
vast majority stick with 
framing at 16-inch centers, 
hang the savings. 

Why the inertia? First, 
many local codes still bar use 
of the 24-inch system. In 
hundreds of communities, 
local change is waiting for 
someone — home buyer or 
builder — to take the first 
step 

Most builders have been 
reluctant to change over, for 
various reasons. Some don’t 
wish to run the risk of up- 
setting local code enforcers, 
or interrupt operations to 
retrain crews 

Others fear that a com- 
petitor down the street will tell 
prospective buyers that his 16- 
inch framing looks stronger 
than their 24-inch, and it does. 
This problem has vanished in 


some areas, notably San 
Francisco and Dallas 
Actually, field tests 
supervised by the NAHB 
Research Foundation have 
proved the w ider spacing to be 
fully adequate. The Mod 24 
system requires the next 
greater thickness of plywood 
or insulation board to be used 
as rack-resistant sheathing 
over the framework. 

THE COST reduction of 
dimension lumber and man- 
hours outweighs the rise for 
thicker sheathing by $200 to 
$400 per house, the NAHB 
studies shpwed 
Large builders have found it 
easier to adopt Mod 24. when 
they sell from completed 
models. The savings may be 
reflected in lower price or 
such buyer pleasers as ap- 
pliances. storage or a wood 
deck.

Posts of 4 x-4-inch fir or 
western cedar can be set in the 
ground or on concrete 
footings Parts of the posts 
that will be in and near the 
ground should be preserv- 
ative-treated 

Counters are built onto the 
posts, using slightly spaced 2- 
x-4s for work surfaces. 
Flooring is wood decking of 
2x4-inch fir for easy cleaning, 
or stepping-stones in a bed of 
river gravel. 

Storage is built in under the 
counters and a cabinet with 
lock mav be mounted on the 


wall, for storing sprays and 
chemicals. 

Locating the structure on a 
water line allows easy in- 
stallation of a deep tub sink, 
invaluable to a serious gar- 
dener 

If the garden house is near 
the back door, it also can 
serve as a mud room where 
children can clean up before 
entering the house. 


The smaller builder, 
however, can realize com- 
parable savings, but it may be 
up to the home buyer to 
demand 24-inch spacing 
before construction starts

“When taking the family 
camping vehicle out of 
hibernation, start by cleaning 
the exterior. A thorough wash, 
a dab of paint for touch-ups, 
minor repairs and a check of 
all vital systems will do the 
trick,” says Jack E. Martens, 
automotive engineer i ng 
director for the Allstate Motor 
Club 

Travel and tent trailers 
usually need just a quick 
rinse, while motor homes and 
pickup campers should be 
taken to a commerical car 
wash. 

“CAMPERS w ho clean their 
own vehicles should wash a 
small area al a time, wetting 
the surface first with clear 
water to remove heavy grit 
and surface dirt Then use 
soapy water and a brush 
Rinse with clear water 
Silicone or liquid teflon 
sprayed on the front grill and 
panels will help remove bugs, 
tree sap and road film,” 
Martens advises. 

Martens suggests the 
following points to improve 
and maintain the outside 
appearance of a camping 
vehicle 

— (’heck for rust spots. Sand 
rusted area, mask off and 
spray with a combination 
sealant and touch up paint If 
Ihe surface is stained, use 
stain killer before painting so 
the stain won’t bleed through 

- (’heck for dents. Minor 
body dents can be 
camouflaged with small 
louvers or reflectors Flower 
decals also make attractive 
cover-ups. Major body dents 
should be repaired by 
professional servicemen. 

Lubricate sticking door 

hinges and latches with 
penetrating oil. Replace 
broken ones. 

— OIL ENTRYWAYS steps, 
dnd lubricate any roof-raising 
and bed-sliding mechanisms 
that hind. 

— Replace any broken road 
reflectors or burned out 
clearance lights. 

A coat of heavy-duty wax 
will finish the exterior nicely. 

— Wipe out cupboards, 
closets and drawers with 
warm water and a mild 
cleaning agent 

— Use a solution of soda and 
warm water to clean the 
refrigerator If odor persists, 
use a commercial deodorizing 
preparation as long as 
necessary.

Outdoor living calls for the 'quiet place' 


Today’s home architecture, 
and the communities in which 
homes are built, the pace of 
life of the people who live in 
those homes, and the quality 
of the environment 
surrounding them all cal! for a 
new- approach to outdoor 
living. 

The nursery growers, 
garden centers and landscape 
firms which make up the 
American Association of 
Nurserymen are studying 
this, and have come up with a 
new “outdoor room’’ to meet 
what they identify as an im- 
portant need. They call it the 
“quiet place.’* 

The working man or woman 
comes home from a noisy, 
smelly, tense world with a 
need for quiet, fresh air, peace 
of mind, and comfort. When 
the weather is at all ac- 
ceptable, these should be 
found outdoors; but, too often, 
the outside part of the home is 
not designed to provide them. 

Many homes these days are 
built with a concrete slab 
somewhere at the back which 
is intended to sen e as a patio. 
With some imagination and a 
bit of plantings, it can be made 


into a useful additional room 
to add to the home — a party 
place. 

But seldom does it serve as 
the place for retreat or in- 
timate conservations today's 
hectic pace makes necessary 
Thus, the development of the 
new outdoor room: the quiet 
place. 

Depending on the decorative 
bent of the family, or the 
creativeness of the garden 
center or landscape designer, 
the “quiet place” mav take on 
any number of shapes and 
sizes and decorative ap- 
proaches. Common 
ingredients will be a "sight 
and sound” barrier of shrubs

Bob Gill is the type of person 
life insurance companies 
shudder at 

TLv world champion 
motorcycle jumper, who 
claim hs’s better than that 
other daredevil — Eve! 
Kneivel — has priced himself 
right out of the insurance 
bracket with his dangerous 
jumps. 

Gill’s occupation is even 
above the "high risk" in- 
surance category, and is 
characterized by 130-foot 
leaps over rows of 
automobiles while aboard his 
powerful Kawasaki 350 and 
mighty thrusts over deep 
canyons His aerial prowess 
isn’t unfounded, though 
He set a world’s record 
April 16, 1972 near New 
Orleans with the world’s first 
successful canyon jump of 152 
feet. Evel Knievel has never 
attempted that distance, Gill 
says 

THE FLASHY, self-styled 
"showman-engineer" will 
attempt another 'first’ Sunday 
at 1 p m at the Detroit Race 
Course in Livonia — jumping 
135 feet over 17 brand new' 
Plymouth Dusters. Once 
before Gill barely cleared 17 
cars but they were all small 
foreign vehicles. 

Can he make it? 

"Sure, why not?" he says, 
as if he’s attempting nothing 
* hut a leisurely drive down the 
street. "I guess I wouldn’t do 
it if I thought I couldn't make 
it." 

Gill will do his thing bet- 
ween events at the 
Professional Cycle Races at 
the DRC, which is sponsored 
by the Metropolitan Club of 
Livonia and the Detroit 
Association of Motorcycle 
Clubs. The Dusters were 


donated tor the jump by B.J 
Ratigan Chrysler-Ply mouth in 
Livonia. 

The 27-year-old 
Gill, who lives in St Peters- 
burg. Fla , scoffs at the 
thought of injury, claiming he 
has been injured seriously 
only once since he began 
jumping 2'*. years ago. Unlike 
his counterpart Kneivel, the 
extent of Gill’s injuries have 
been cuts and broken ribs. 

HE WAS ORIGINALLY 
inspired to jump by watching 
Kneivel, and has perfected his 
skill to the extent that it earns 
him upwards of $200,000 a 
year Two weeks ago in New 
York he made $38,000 for a 
single jump. 

"That’s why I do it — for the 
money," he admits. "My 
earnings have been increasing 
each year, and in two years or 
so I should he grossing up- 
wards of $1 million." 

Gill’s demonstration at the 
DRC will be for charity, and 
he will receive about one-third 
the amount of money he or- 
dinarily would collect. He has 
performed in Michigan 
before, at the Detroit 
Dragway last year, but weak 
promotion and "lack of my 
current big name" kept the 
crowd size down 


He now- has that big name’ 
and expects 20,000 or so to turn 
out Sunday. 

Gill is married, with a year- 
old son, but insists his wife 
doesn’t complain — much — 
about his hazardous ventures. 
"She puts up with it, that's 
all," he says. 

He recently signed con- 
tracts with Kawasaki 
Motorcycles to use their 
machines in his jumps, and 
with the Ryder Co., makers of
